The or der , it is claimed, was is­ 
sued by the gover nment at the in ­ 
stance of the easter n cigar tr ust, 
the object being to cr owd thou­ 
sands of 
small 
manufactur er s of 
cigar s out of the business and thus 
, the tr ust’s sales would be lar gely 
incr eased. 
A s a case or bale of tobacco costs 
fr om $500 to $700, the or der jwould 
have wor ked a gr eat har dship on 


the cigar manufacturers ©f Sedalia, 
and it is no wonder they wer e con­ 
sider ably 
wor ked 
up 
over 
the 
matter .

children w ere all in o ne bed in an 
adjo ining

M o o re slept in. 
T he fire started 
in the ro o m the children o ccupied, 
and 
befo re 
the 
fire 
d epa rtm ent 
co uld reach the place, w hich was 
nearly a mile fro m the statio n, the 
ho use was w ra ppe d in flames. 
M o o re to ld no o ne tha t his chil­ 
dren w ere in the building and he 
m ade no a tte m pt to rescue them . 
H e co uld hav e easily do ne so , but 
the reaso n o f his failure was to o 
plainly ev ident w hen the do cto rs 
w e nt to exam ine the bo dies to tes­ 
tify at the co ro ner’s inquest.

and then ordered a second shock. 
That was the same as the first in 
power and continued for the same 
length of time. 
The second shock 
has always been administered at 
Sing Sing. 
Mrs. Place murdered her step­ 
daughter, 
Ida M. 
Place, 
a mere 
girl, 
on February 7, 
1898. 
She 
first threw acid in the girl’s eyes

smothered 
her.

was early in the morning in her
